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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 13-19 and 24-27 are allowed over the Prior Art of record. 

I 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reasons 
for allowance of claim 1 3 is the inclusion of the method step limitations of measuring 
permeability and/or permeant sorption of packages by flushing a chamber in which the packages 
are placed with an inert medium using inlet and outlet means to reduce permeant concentration 
in the chamber to a suitable low limit (measured by a sensor outputting signals indicative of 
permeant concentrations within the chamber) and sealing the chamber subsequent to flushing, 
monitoring the sensor to determine when the permeant concentration increases to a high limit; 
and recycling the flushing, sealing and monitoring steps a plurality of times to achieve a constant 
time versus permeant concentration slope between the low limit and the high limit. 

The Prior Art fails to disclose this combination of method steps in measuring 
permeability and/or permeant sorption, in particular the last method step of repeating/recycling 
the flushing, sealing and monitoring steps to achieve a time vs. permeant concentration slope 
between the low and high limits.
